The question of land use by 
motorcycles is becoming more and more 
critical, as evident by the alarming 


number of closures and pieces of 
restrictive legislation. Bean Canyon. 
Huntington . Beach. San Bernardino 


County. The list goes on and on. 

With each passing weekend, it seems, 
there is less and less land available for 
bike riding. 

San Bernardino County, in its recent 
omnipotent anti-bike law, declared ALL 
property within the county off-limits to 
bikes, without the written permission of 
the owner or custodian. Furthermore, 
the ordinance requires highway-legal 
baffling and spark arresters for off-road 
vehicles. 

The kicker came, however, when the 
San Bernardino County Sheriff's 
department decided that this law 
applied to Bureau of Land Management 
(BLM) properties as well; a sizeable 
portion of the land within the County. 

On the first weekend after the law's 
enactment, Deputies were dispatched to 
the more popular riding areas, such as 
Phelan and El Mirage, and 
mimeographed copies of the ordinance 
were distributed to the riders, along 
with a *warning". One rider, who asked 
about lands available for riding in the 
county, was informed that *'there is no 
public land in the County." 

A check with the Sheriff's 
department on the following Monday 
revelaed that, yes, there was public 
(BLM) land, but, no, it was not 
available for bike riding. 

However, officials from the BLM's 
Riverside District office felt that the 
county did not have this type 
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jurisdiction over federal- lands. After 
some behind the scenes fanagling, the 
Sheriff's department reversed its stand 
and decided that it was okay for the 
public to use public land. 
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"As far as we're concerned," stated 
BLM District Manager, Jack Wilson, “‘all 
BLM lands in the state, with the 
exception of the Panoche area in the 
north, are open to motorcyclists at this 
time." 

Great. 

But there's just one teeny, tiny 
problem: Just where in the hell are the 
BLM's 16,000,000 acres of California 
land located. 

The answer is not easy. BLM, of 
course, has records of their holdings, 
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but much of the land is interspersed 
with private property, thus creating 
some obvious problems for desert riders. 

Two men in the BLM's Riverside 
office have been painstakingly mapping 
federal properties, trying to determine 
areas of massive holdings that will 
support “concentrated motorcycle use.” 
The inventory is still somewhat 
inconclusive, but some patterns are 
beginning to emerge. 

*Much of our land is checkerboarded 
with private property, especially that 
owned by the rialroad," explains Mario 
Lopez, one of the men working on the 
mapping program. But, he adds, they 
are discovering certain areas where 
back-to-back sections of BLM lands 
offer large federal parcels for off-road 
riding. 

Eventually, Lopez says, the BLM 
hopes to swap land with some of the 
private owners, thus providing a number 
of  near-by, large riding areas. This, 


however, is still in the planning stages. 

For the time being, Lopez has 
pointed out four sizeable areas where 
the federal government is the primary 
(see 


owner accompanying maps). 









Generally, the land northeast of Red 
Mountain seems the best bet, as most of 
the land outlined on the map is BLM 
property. - 

On the other hand, the portion 
northeast of El Mirage lake and west of 
Hwy. 395, is probably the worst bet, as 
numerous sections of private land are 
mixed in with the BLM's holdings. The 
large area east of Hwy 395 and 
northeast of El Mirage, however, is 
predominately federally controlled. 

The final area, east of Lucerne Valley 
and north of Yucca Valley, also appears 
to be almost entirely federally owned. 

Lopez pointed out that he is not 
actually “recommending” these areas 
for bike riding, but simply locating large 
parcels where the BLM is the primary 
owner. He cautioned that riders are still 
liable to inadvertently ride over private 
lands, thus running afoul of country 
trespass laws. 

The BLM official invited anyone 
with questions regarding this matter to 
stop in at his office in Riverside. He also 
extended the invitation to any club 
needing assistance in planning desert 
races.

Education of motorcycle riders is the 
key to the problem of course, and you 
are certainly doing your share in that 
regard. Please keep the pressure on and 
maybe someday we will be as socially 
acceptable as horsemen are today.

Licenses No Good 


COSTA MESA, CALIF. — Controversy over FIM licenses for Speedway riders has 
arisen for the third straight year. 

As in years past, American riders are required to hold FIM licenses before 
competing against European and Australian stars, scheduled to arrive here this week. 
However, the riders are purchasing licenses that are apparently invalid. 

According to Wes Cooley — President of FIM's American affiliate, MICUS — a 
number of riders have purchased licenses for $7.50 from John McLaughlin, a former 
AFM representative to MICUS. McLaughlin was relieved of duties on July 17, 1970 
by D.J. Scott, Chairman of the Board of Directors of the AFM. 

In a letter to the Speedway riders, Cooley said that, “Mr. McLaughlin has not 
relinquished his FIM stamps or any other materials...and it looks as if some type of 
legal action will have to be taken...” Continuing, Cooley says, “in 1969 at the FIM 
congress in Lubliana, Yugoslavia, it was agreed...that the fee for the international 
license would be $15. Last week, some of you...were charged a fee of $7.50, and also 
some of you were issued licenses without the proper photographs which are 
necessary. I am sorry to state this is in complete violation of FIM rules.” 

The international races are scheduled for October 23, October 30 and November 6 
at Costa Mesa, and, according to Cooley, **...No rider will be eligible to participate 
without a valid license which must be presented to the FIM representative..at the 
event..." 

For the past two years, Speedway riders have paid $25 for the FIM licenses, but, 
in fact, have not received the actual licenses. For this, and other reasons, riders have 
been reluctant to deal with MICUS. 

It is doubtful that riders will have obtained Cooley-issued FIM licenses for the 
mt pa this Wednesday night, but no word has yet been issued as to what action 

e taken. 


Protest Noted 


LOS ANGELES, CALIF., Oct. 10, 1970 — According to the A.M.A. District 37 
bulletin the Prospector's Motocross resulted in more letters of protest to the 
competition committee than, “anyone remembers seeing from a single event." There 
were also some people present to stipulate violations of rules. No Prospectors were 
present. It was decided that the race would not be disallowed, but that the points 
would be resolved by Dick Camp in the cases of those riders who did not ride three 
motos. 

The Competition Committee is placing a recommendation with the Sports 
Committee that the Prospectors not be allowed any motocross dates for 1971. In 
addition it is recommending that the Prospectors be fined $375.00 (to go into the 
General Fund) and that the fine be paid by 12/3/71 or that the Prospectors have no 
point runs in 1971. This recommendation will be considered at the November 
meeting of the Sport's Committee. 


Perris Steps Forward 


PERRIS, CALIF., Oct. 19, 1970 — Proving that you don't have to be the biggest to 
be the first with the best, the Perris Scrambles track has announced that for their 
forthcoming Saturday night scrambles they will award $5.00 in cash to any first 
place winner who uses silencer on his bike. When asked what prompted this move, 
Mrs. Burton, one of the track owners, responded that some of the members of the Hi 
Jinx motorcycle club had started using silencers on their own and reported that they 
suffered no loss of power. This in conjunction with the recent Cycle News article and 
the harrassment that the track has been receiving from nearby residents because of 
noise prompted the action. 

In the future, the Burtons may split the award and give all trophy winners a free 
track pass or something similar so that non-winners might get a share of the action. 
The innauguration date for the silencer award is Saturday, October 17th. Entries will 
close at 7:30, first race at 8 p.m. 


Open Sundays Closed 


LOS ANGELES, CALIF., Oct. 1, 1970 — The desert *Open Sundays" are now a 
thing of the past, according to the AMA District 37 Bulletin for September. 
Originally, the first Sunday of the month could not be assigned as a race day in the 
desert. This day was reserved for the racer's families. Gradually, enduros came to be 
scheduled on the open Sunday so the open Sunday was in fact just a day for a 
different type event. Since it is now felt that enduros can successfully compete with 
the races, and since the purpose behind the Open Sunday has been lost anyway, it 
has been decided to add these days to the race calendar. One compelling reason for 
the change is that there are many more clubs applying for dates than there are dates 
to accommodate them. This measure adds 12 race dates to the calendar. Only Easter 
remains an open Sunday. 


Speedway Stars Here 


COSTA MESA, CALIF., Oct. 19, 1970 — The annual Anglo-American Series for 
speedway motorcycles moves into one of its biggest evenings Friday night (Oct. 23) 
at the Orange County Fairgrounds. Racing, as always, gets underway at 8:15 p.m.

County oval on October 30 to join his fellow foreign riders. 

Interestingly, promoter Harry Oxley has managed, in Harkins, Briggs, Gifford, 
Airey and Mauger, to assemble the team captains of five different British League 
teams. Harkins is the captain of the Wembley. Lions, Mauger doing the chores for 
Belle Vue, Briggs for the Swindon Robins, Gifford of the Newcastle Diamonds and 
Airey captaining Sheffield! 

Friday's Anglo-American Series feature Match Race pits Jim Airey against Barry 
Briggs. On hand to provide some red, white and blue competition is U.S. champ Rick 
Woods, current title holder Steve Bast, Bill Cody and a recuperated Sonny Nutter.

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LINNVILLE, OHIO, Oct. 19, 1970 — 
"I've never been to a worse scored race, 
either in Europe or in the United 
States," said Russ Darnell today 
following Sunday’s highly criticized 
Inter-Am here. 

“Nobody knew who won, they had 
riders names in races in which they 
hadn’t raced, some were left out 
completely...it was just a mess," he 
continued. “In fact, we had to wait 
until 10:30 last night just to get paid 
and even then they weren’t sure who 
finished where. They did say that Ake 
Jonsson won and Bengt Aberg was 
second but that was easy because they 
were way out in front, anyway. It was 
frightful.” 

“To get the official, official, official 
results will take them three weeks or 
more," he added. “When the promoter 
goes around asking who was first, 
second, third, etc...well, it’s terrible.” 

Today, the promoters and officials 
went into conference in Zanesville, 
Ohio, to attempt to work out the 
official results. But, as of press deadline, 
the only official winner to be 
announced was Jack Penton in the 
125cc class. 

Aberg took the lead in the first moto 
and was being pressured by Jonsson | 
when he went down, allowing Jonsson 
to take the flag. In the remaining two 
motos, however, Aberg was able to hold 
off the charge and won each with 
Jonsson second. 

General feeling is that Darnell took 
top American honors ahead of John | 
DeSoto and either Bob Grossi or Tim 
Hart, but this, too is not verified or 
denied by race officials. 

A mudhole at the bottom of a 
90-degree hill had to be filled in at the 
end of the first moto as the riders were 
getting stuck up to their knees in the 
shallow places and up to their gas tanks 
in the deeper sections. Adding to the 
trouble, mud covered the number plates 
making it difficult for the lap counters. 

But, this could have been corrected had 
the promoters used the back numbers 
which were available but never issued. 

Several riders were injured including 
Torston Hallman, who was involved in a 
chain-reaction, eight-man pile-up in the 
first International moto. Hallman tried 
to avoid running into a rider and 
attempted to go around him when he 
collided with another rider and set off 
the chain reaction. 

The accident left him unconscious 
for a few moments, but Hallman was 
able to leave the track under his own 
power when he was revived. He suffered 
only face lacerations and a skinned 
nose. 

Roger DeCoster may have suffered 
foot injuries when he was involved in 
another wreck. 

The controversy which has erupted 
over results of the Inter-Am comes at an 
awkward time since the Maico factory 
has disputes with the official results at 
Elkhorn, two weeks ago in which Bengt 
Aberg is listed as the winner when, in 
reality, Jonsson won but was denied 
points in a tabulation error.

UNADILLA, N.Y., Oct. 18, 1970 — 
England and BSA made a clean sweep of 
the second Trans-AMA event held here 
today by  snagging the first four 
positions in the featured races. 

Jeff Smith, as expected, grabbed first 
place honors and led BSA teammates 
Keith Hickman, John Banks and Dave 
Nicoll toward the checkered and top 
money. 

It was the second week in a row that 
Smith has taken first and it now appears 
that he will win the series with ease, 
barring mechanical failure. 

Peter Lamppu was easily this 
continent's best, running very 
consistently near the front and was 
listed ahead of Nicoll when the 
unofficial post race results were issued. 
When “‘officialized”, however, he was 
dropped to fifth place. 

First American was Bob Thompson, 
who finished next on an Ossa. He is still 
suffering from a broken shoulder 
sustained earlier this year and couldn’t 
lift his arm after the final heat. 

Engine fatalities were numerous. 

Brad “The Brat” Lackey, last week's 
support winner, led the second heat on 


a CZ until his bike quit. Barry Higgins, 
riding a prototype Ossa with a new 
frame and five speed gearbox, broke his 
motor mounts during the first race but 
had them repaired for the next. Joining 
him as a spectator in the first moto was 
Gunnar Lindstrom, who blew his 
gearbox. Lindstrom did not bother to 
repair it, and watched for the rest of the 
day. 

As it has been bruited about, BSA 
will introduce a new motocross bike this 
fall. Dave Aldana, who was fast and 
spectacular but spilled far too often, 
and Lindstrom were riding machines 
totally different from the English 
versions. It may be assumed that these 
were the “works replica” bikes to be 
introduced by BSA. 

Proprietor Ward Robinson changed 
the course to slow down the riders with 
more changes still in the works. It was 
measured at 9/10ths of a mile in its 
original configuration and is a little 
shorter now. 

Lindstrom said that it is not like 
most European Grand Prix courses he 
has seen.

Incidentally, Holcomb's 250 had a 
broken tranny and Clement's Husky was 
sick. Jim Wilson had a new CZ and it 
was just fine. 

Wilson was riding his 250 only; he 
stated that his leg was still ailing and he 
was going to “take it easy”. It wasn’t all 
that easy, but he definitely did “‘take 
it". Wilson was beaten decisively by Bob 
Messer the first time. The two really 
mixed it up the second time for a 
couple of laps until Jim twisted it back 
and split. This race, and his next one, 
were won by long shots while Messer 
took the number two spot. 

The 125 Experts put on the unique 
show of the day. The top three riders, 
Jim Beauchamp, John Garcia, and Dave 
Davis all finished one-two-three, 
respectively, in all three motos. 

The Juniors arrived in mass with five 
divisions of 250's alone.

The Puch 125 is one of those special 
purpose machines that are becoming the 
standard these days. It was designed to 
win motocross-type races and 
everything not essential to that purpose 
was discarded. Road testing such a 
machine is in some ways a little silly 
because the only test that counts is its 
test on the field of battle and that can’t 
be simulated. What follows, then, is not 
so much a test as a description of the 
bike and my impressions while riding it. 
The result sheets in the next year will be 
the real road test. 

Our first exposure to the Puch 
turned out to be something of a 
disappointment. It was pretty and shiny 
with its red and white tank and few bits 
of chrome, but it wouldn’t run right. We 
took it to Saddleback Park, expecting to 
have quite a day with it but all we had 
was mounting frustration as the bike 
loaded up, four-stroked, refused to start 
at all and finally it stopped all together. 
Back to its guardian it went. Three 
weeks later we got it back, and again 
headed for Saddleback. This time it not 
only ran, but it ran very well. 

Starting the bike cold was still not a 
one kick proposition but it did fire 
within a reasonable length of time and 
thereafter did not require more than 
one or two kicks. It is necessary to 
tickle the carburetor for the first start, 
which is slightly difficult because the 
whole carb is shrouded to keep out 
dust. For some reason this shroud does 
not seem to work as it should. Rather 
than keeping out dust, it seems to trap

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dust inside. When we removed the 
shroud we found the carb to be much 
dirtier than you would normally find an 
unshrouded carb. 

Riding the Puch is an exhilarating 
experience. It has a fierce amount of 
power in fairly wide band. Turning it on 
hard can produce great showers of dirt, 
breathtaking acceleration or a hair 
raising wheelie, depending upon 
conditions. I would rate the Puch's 
power as being equal to or better than 
that of any other stock 125. The Puch 
has six fairly closely spaced gears and it 
needs them because out of the power 
band there is nothing. For this reason 
the bike would probably be 
disappointing to cross-country racers 
and enduro riders. 

Handling is a subjective topic; what 
one person feels is great, another thinks 
is stinking. I had mixed emotions about 
the Puch’s handling, but I think most 
expert motocross riders would really dig 
it. Less expert types will find it scary. 
The.bike will go in a straight line across 
incredibly rough ground, going 
diagonally across ruts and over holes 
and rocks with complete indifference. I 
don't know where its limits are: I 
couldn't ride it fast enough to find out. 
I do know I don't want to be on a bike 
when it hits something hard enough to 
bottom those front forks. This is great 
for motocross, but the other side of the 
coin is that the suspension is so stiff 
that riding is always work. If you aren't 
riding on the edge of disaster, the 
suspension doesn't work and the bike 
beats you to death. 

Steering, as might be expected, is 





snaky-quick. When you turn the wheel, 
you had better be ready for things to 
happen. When the traction is good and 
the power can be used to advantage, the 
direction of the bike can be changed so 
fast it hardly seems possible. Just the 
thing for getting around somebody who 
doesn’t want to be passed. Six feet of

open ground and bang! you’re by and 
gone. Making turns on off-camber loose 
surfaces is something else. The bike is 
skittery and tends to go down fast. 
Going up and down steep hills 
presents its own problems. To get up a 
long steep hill, you have to hit it fast 
with lots of gears left because you can't

three screws, typical of easy maintenance engineering. 










let it drop out of the power band. You 
get way up over the front wheel, both 
to keep it down and to allow the rear 
wheel to spin. You must go up really 
fast, as befits a racer. If your courage 
fails, or if the hill is just too long or too 
rough, watch out. When you run out of 
gears and power, it's just damned tough 
to prevent looping. Going down is the 
same thing in reverse. The.Puch likes to 
be turned on and it behaves best under 
power. Try to go down slowly, brakes 
on and clutch in and you'reripe to go on 
your head. 

Engineering on the Puch, with some 
few exceptions, is first rate. The wheels 
have nice lightweight hubs with heavy 
duty spokes. Rims are steel (which I 
like, but many don't) and have on 
security bolt each, which is marginal. I 
would at least install one more on the 
rear: The brakes are more than adequate 
in stopping power but do not have a 
full-floating shoes which is the sine qua 
non for motocrossers. Apart from that, 
the geometry is quite good and the rear 
wheel doesn’t hop excessively. 

The forks are by Ceriani, which is to 
say the best, while the rear shocks are 
Girling. No complaints here, cither. 
Control levers are Magura, complete 
with dust covers. Again the best. The 
handlebars I found to be a little low for 
complete, comfort, but that is an 
individual thing. I am happy to say that 
the fenders are metal and very 
substantially mounted. The gas tank is 
fiberglass, very nicely finished for a 
competition bike. 

Moving toward the center of the bike 
we come to my single biggest complaint. 
After about two hours of riding, the 
insides of both legs were rubbed raw 
and hurting. The left leg hurt from the 
expansion chamber and the right one, 
from the kick starter. It’s really 
surprising because the Puch people have 
almost made a work of modern art of 
their kick starter to avoid that very 
problem. Somehow, it gets you all the 
same. Also the folding lever sometimes 
unfolds and catches your calf. There's 
no hope for that expansion chamber; it 
must be replaced with either a higher 
tucked-in one or a down pipe. (While 
you're at it, a larger diameter stinger 
would probably broaden the power 
band a little.) 

The pegs are spring-loaded folding 
type, very sturdily constructed. The peg 
itself, though, is a rod with ridges on it. 
It’s not the ultimate, either as a 
platform or from a safety standpoint. 
The brake lever (rear) is also a piece of 
formed rod and it sticks out quite a 
ways. I'd saw about an inch off the end

of it. Both the brake lever and the gear 
shift lever are nicely positioned and easy 
to reach. 

The frame is the popular double 
down tube variety. It doesn't seem to 
flex at all. Some additional rods have 
been welded to the bottom to serve as a 
skidplate. They should do the job, but I 
would feel more secure with a regular 
plate. 

The engine's peripheral equipment is 
of the highest caliber. The carburetor is 
a 24 mm Bing center float, which is very 
reliable. The air cleaner is a Filtron unit 
which is stuck in a box under the seat. 
The box is covered by a second, interior 
shroud which really works. The air 
cleaner stays very clean and should go 
many races between washings. note that 
the top and bottom of the Filtron unit 
have been greased to prevent leakage at 
that source. New owners would do well 
to observe and do likewise. 

Sharing the box with the air cleaner 
are the ignition components, a coil, a 
capacitor and a little black box 
presumably containing transistors. The 
ignition is the new pointless, capacitor 
discharge, transistorized type, which 
requires no adjustment and has nothing 
to wear out. Energy is supplied by a 
Borsch flywheel magneto. 

The design of the bike is such that it 
should be. a dream to work on. Screws 
and bolts are of common sizes and 
easily reached and everything is 
designed to come apart easily. Take off 
two screws and the seat comes off (the 
nuts are welded in place). You then 
have access to the air cleaner and 
ignition components. The countershaft 
sprocket is completely exposed and can 
be changed by removing one nut. The 
rear axle screws out and the rear wheel 
comes off with no trouble, leaving the 
rear sprocket and chain in place. The gas 
tank is held in place by a leather strap 
(shades of MG TC days!). Access to the 
magneto is gained by removing three 
slot-head screws and a big nut. It seems 
as though almost any repair short of a 
lower end job, could be made between 
the heats of a race. This is a very 
attractive feature to a racer. 

The bike is priced at $776.00 which 
is fairly high. But for the money the 
customer gets a real thoroughbred 
racing machine. The factory expects the 
demand to exceed the supply for quite 
some time and I expect they’re right.

 RAYBORN BREAKS RECORD

WENDOVER, UTAH, Oct. 16, 1970 — 
Harley-Davidson factory rider, Calvin 
Rayborn, today boosted the motorcycle 
land speed record to 265.492 Mph, just 
one day after breaking Don Vesco’s 
three week old record, with a two way 
average of 255.380. Vesco had broken 
Robert Leppan’s four year old record, 
on Sept. 17, when his twin 350cc 
Yamaha streamliner averaged 251.924. 

Rayborn’s first run was with an 83 
cubic inch, H-D twin, while the second 
two-way pass down the salt flats was 
with a 90 cubic inch twin. Both runs 
were on fuel. 

The 90 incher must be equipped with 
some sort of self destruct mechanism, 
however, as it blew the engine 300 feet 
before the lights and coasted through 
for the record. 

Afterwards, Rayborn remarked that 
his crew was “the hardest working crew 
anybody could ask for.” And that’s 
almost an understatement, because 
some of the crew members didn’t sleep 
for three straight days and managed to 
keep the bike running, despite 
overwhelming problems. 

Some of the problems were caused 
by ill handling and the liner went on its 
side at least six times at varying speeds 
A up to 230 mph. The causes were finally 
cured but the effects on the beautiful 

; ; Molly Paint job remained. The liner was 
The guy holding on to the tail was rumored to be Don Vesco. referred to as “The Steamlined Wheaties 
Flake”, if that gives you some idea. 
A complete report should be in next 
week, including such now-famous 
Pojan e R E N E A A PEEN a o WO EU SESE ST Rayborn quotes, as “It’s scary.” 
Furthermore, Leppan is now on his 
way to the salt with a twin-powered 
Triumph Trident, and rumor has it that 
Vesco will be following shortly. 

The next few weeks should prove to 

be interesting. Pray for good salt. 
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Next to the Blue Flame rocket car, the Harley-Davidson streamliner looks like a pontoon. Rayborn buckles up, ready to go.

Needless to say, his 
mechanical breakdowns are- almost 
non-existent. But, because he never has 
to burn the midnight oil himself each 
week getting ready for the next 
weekend, some of his friends swear up 
and down he barely knows how to 
change a sparkplug! How sweet it must 
be not to have to stand in the middle of 
your garage at three in the morning, 
with a cup of cold coffee in one hand, 
spare parts in the other and wondering 
if you'll ever get the beast back together 
or if your wife won't leave for mother's 
the following morning because it's the

third night that week you've declined to 
come to the dinner table! 

Another super-goody deal belonging 
to another is that he buys his own bike 
at dealers cost from the distributor, 
then gets his own parts the same way 
but does all the mechanical work 
himself. 

The kind of help we like to think the 
fondest of comes from what I call the 
good old-fashioned motorcycle dealer 
who still exist and who are usually 
ex-racers themselves. Their shops aren’t 
the chrome-plateglass-carpets on the 
floor variety but they have a lot more 
warmth to them. These men try their 
best to help out the up-and-coming 
racer and sometimes the one who isn’t a 
front runner but who is a regular 
competitor making a good consistent 
showing of the brand of machine he's 
riding. 

We’ promised no mention of names, 
either personal or brands but as an 
example, maybe you ride a big twin and 
things come adrift and all kinds of 
horrible horrors happen to the innards, 
(if you’ve only riddena ring-ding maybe 
you've never seen what a big bike looks 
like when things do get loose) but there 
you are with a parts bill resembling two 
payments on your truck, and we hope, a 
nice friendly dealer. His parts man will

know doubt make all kinds of snide 
remarks about sloppy maintenance, 
lousy riders, etc. which is all part of the 
fun anyway but if you're lucky you'll 
come home with your boxful of parts 
for quite a bit less than what the list 
price is. 

Some of your smaller dealers 
absolutely can't give as much help to 
riders as they would like to due to their 
over-head but when you really have a 
blow-up even 10% makes life a little 
more liveable. The thing that burns us, 
too, is that some dealers receive no 
backing from the distributor to help 
them help their customers out, so any 
help the dealer gives to a customer 
comes from his own pocket. In these 
cases a dealer may opt to help just two 
or three riders while another may give 
anyone a flat 10% providing they are a 
constant competitor. We don’t like to 
mention this but every sport has its 
deadbeats and we have ours and some 
dealers have been soured away from 
helping any racer because guy ran up big 
tabs and then never paid even a nickle. 
To these types: every time you kick a 
bike over may it blow to smithereens. 
That’s my Irish curse on you! 

Now to get back to what started 
these two columns. We’ve noticed that 
riders who get the helping hand from a 
dealer, or from a friend who knows 
somebody in the right places, doesn’t 
turn into the type of rider the guy who 
gets the flat fee for riding does. If 
you've forgotten what started this, dig 
out last week's Cycle News and run 


your eyeball down the column. But 
briefly we'll make the point again. 
There you go into a turn, elbow to 
elbow letting everything out and you 
realize the guy next to you ain't going 
to make it unless you slow just a little 
but it's the last lap and if you win 
there'll be that $200 waiting for you. 
Dig? 

Personally, we feel that riders who 
do receive real great deals, either of 
money or a full sponsorship should be 
riding in their own group, against each 
other. If they don't want to ride the 
professional events for a purse every 
week, fine. But they shouldn't be in 
there with the guy who is lucky if a 
dealer can afford to give him a small 
break on parts once in a while and with 
the tight money situation of today, 
dealers are finding this increasingly hard 
to do. 

At one time a suggestion was made in 
District 37 that a “Super-Expert” class 
emerge in the desert because at the time 
there was a long drawn-out discussion of 
who could get a top ten place plate each 
year, etc. This is too long to go into 
here but a *Super-Expert" class would 
have given the guys who always ended 
up in the twenty to thirty finishing 
places a better chance for a number one 
plate. The *'Super-Experts" would have 
their own point system and just have at 
it amongst themselves. This system 
could work equally well in any type of 
racing. It's something to rap on for the 
future, anyway.
